1 . Strategic Importance 

Primary importance to the U.S. is the country's location. All 
major powers on the subcontinent, with the exception of India, sha r e 
segments of its national boundary. Afghanistan is relatively weak 
economically, militarily and politically, but could affect regional 
stability by changes in its political alignment. U.S. training per- 
^continuat ion toward nominal military self-sufficiency. 
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2. US Security Assistance Objectives 

To provide increased instructor capabilities in the military 
high school and the military academies. 

b. To provide and maintain a base of U.S. professional school 
trained officers who occupy posts of importance within the armed 
forces. 

c. To counter Soviet military influence by enabling eventual 
establishment of Afghan military staff colleges and technical training 
courses, thereby permitting reduction of large Soviet military traininc 
miss ion. 
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) 4. Program Description 

The U.S. MAP training program for Afghanistan is limited to officer 
training for Army and Air Force, and includes training at Command and 
General Staff level. This level of training is important in that 
Afghanistan has thus far resisted offers for staff college training 
in the USSR; there are no known Soviet-trained officers in national 
level command or staff positions.
